Vale farm could 
be bulldozed for 
business park 


A VALE family who have 
farmed on land between Barry 
and Rhoose for three genera¬ 
tions say they could be forced 
to leave to make way for a 
major business park. 

Gethin Jenkins (64) a tenant farmer 
at Model Farm, had hoped his son 
Rhys, aged 32, would succeed him, but 
believes that dream could be dashed by 
the end of this year. 

The land is owned by Legal & 
General which claims the business 
park would create 2,000 jobs by deliv¬ 
ering over 1.7 million square feet of 
warehousing and distribution floor- 
space for Cardiff Airport. 

Mr Jenkins, who only found out 
about the plans as recently as May 31 
when a representative of Legal and 
General visited the farm, said: “I am 
the third generation of the Jenkins 
family to rent and farm this land. My 
grandfather first took it over in 1935 
and I had hoped that my son, who 
also works with me, would be able to 
continue the family line. 

“That doesn’t seem to be likely now. 
The development will spell the end of 
farming at the Model.” 

The land targeted for development is 
111 acres and sits within the St Athan- 
Cardiff Airport Enterprise zone. 

Mr Jenkins explained: “It was a 
shock that such a big area was to be 


developed in one go. Being realistic, 
I realised there would be something 
close to the airport, but maybe in one 
or two fields.” 

He said there was another suita¬ 
ble site nearby: “Just across the road 
from the farm there is a large block 
of council-owned land, more than 60 
acres, that has degenerated for 30-plus 
years. This land is also in the ‘mag¬ 
ical enterprise zone’ yet no one has 
come forward to express any desire to 
develop it.” 

When the Legal & General rep¬ 
resentative visited him at the farm 
recently, the signs were not good. 

“He said he couldn’t see why the 
council would not give permission 
and the company was hoping for a 
response by October. 

When I asked ‘What about us?’ he 
said: ‘We would have to serve notice 
to quit’. 

“It is a case of good agricultural land 
being taken away. Once agricultural 
land is bulldozed, it is lost forever. I 
wonder whether there really will be 
2,000 jobs.” 

When an exhibition of the plans was 
held at Rhoose Social Club on Friday, 
June 7, local people were shocked at 
what could happen to the farm and 
expressed sympathy for the Jenkin s 
family.

CCTV in the Vale 
provides security 


A T a recent meeting 
of Highlight 
Park Community 
Neighbourhood Watch, 
news of proposed cuts to 
CCTV in Barry area was 
met with shock, horror 
and concern. 

The article last week in the 
GEM echoed residents’ concerns 
and co nf irms what we heard. 

Unlike the fears that ‘Big 
Brother is watching’ when it was 
originally introduced, CCTV has 
proved its value to residents’ 
safety and police investigations. 


Consideration that CCTV in 
Barry may be ceased has caused 
residents alarm that it could even 
be considered. Barry is attracting 
an increased number of visitors 
each summer. 

We already have regular 
newspaper articles highlighting 
incidents of violence, anti-social 
behaviour, damage to properties 
(shops, cars etc;) and local peo¬ 
ple are not excluded from this. 

We have an increased drug 
culture with urban gangs bring¬ 
ing more violence and coercion 
to our area and much more. 

CCTV is such an important 


tool for the police when investi¬ 
gating crime in the main Barry 
town shopping areas and Barry 
Island area. 

I urge the Vale Council to be 
sensible in their decision making 
and take this into consideration 
for the safety of our residents. 
Consider what is the possible 
consequence when criminals and 
anti-social behaviour culprits 
become aware CCTV is no 
longer a deterrent.

A second referendum is needed 
- on the Welsh Assembly 


W HILE sitting in traffic on the 
M4 motorway outside Newport 
recently, my mind drifted to 
the question of “Just who IS the Welsh 
Assembly actually serving?” 

Clearly, having spent £114m deciding not to 
improve the main communications link from 
England into the country, it cannot be acting 
either for Welsh businesses or the taxpayer. Ask 
any of the lorry drivers who towered over my 
little car that day whether we need a new road 
or not. 

Take any of the devolved functions; health, 
education, transport - these are all doing worse 
than in England. Pay rates compare equally 
less favourably, so clearly the Assembly isn’t 
working for the people of Wales either. 

Let us look at democracy in Wales. Recently, 
the Brexit Party won two out of the four MEP 
seats in Wales, taking 19 of the 22 wards. In the 
EU Referendum, Wales voted higher than the 
national average to Leave the EU, at 52.5 per 
cent. So given these figures, what do Plaid and 
Labour members of the Welsh Assembly do? 
They declare that they are going to campaign to 
remain tied to the EU, so clearly acting against 
the democratically held view of Welsh voters. 

The referendum held in which Labour thrust 
the Welsh Assembly on us had a turnout of just 
35.2 per cent. Of that, the margin that brought us 
the Assembly was just 0.6 per cent. That 0.6 per 
cent of the 35.2 per cent who voted brought the 
Welsh Assembly and established another layer 
of bureaucracy for taxpayers to finance. 

Compare that to the EU Referendum, with 
a record breaking turnout of 72.2 per cent. Of 
that, the democratic majority voted to leave the 
EU (51.9 per cent) compared with 48.1 per cent, 
a margin of 3.8 per cent - a small margin, but 
one that is over six times as great as the one that 


thrust the Welsh Assembly onto us. 

Given that the Welsh Assembly clearly do not 
represent businesses, the taxpayers, the people 
or the democratic wishes of Wales, surely it has 
become self-serving? 

The controlling Labour/Plaid wish to overturn 
Wales’ democratic wish to leave the EU - surely 
now is the time to have a second referendum on 
whether Wales still wants a Welsh Assembly? 

The actual consequences of the Brexit 
Referendum are not yet known, and will not 
be until we actually leave the EU. The conse¬ 
quences of having a Welsh assembly are known, 
as it has now been established and Labour- 
controlled for more than 20 years and yet it is 
still failing the people of Wales at every level.

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Council looks at 
charging for using 
public toilets 
around the Vale 


PEOPLE in the Vale have 
slammed the ‘revolting’ state 
of the county’s public toilets 
- and are split about plans to 
charge for them. 

Just under half - 49 per cent - 
of people who responded to a Vale 
Council consultation said they would 
be willing to pay to use the toilets - 
while 51 per cent said they would not. 

More than a third - 38 per cent - of 
the 1,040 people who responded said 
they would be willing to pay lOp, 
while 47 per cent said they would 
cough up 20p. Just two per cent said 
they would be willing to pay £1 to use 
a public toilet. 

People said the council needed to 
improve the cleanliness of the public 
toilets and modernise the facilities. 

The council is set to consider the 
possibility of charging for toilets and 
possible refurbishments. 

One person who responded to the 
consultation said “some of the toilets 
are revolting”. 

“For example, I use the toilets in 
Porthkerry Park when either out for 
a run or walk and they are in serious 
need of refurbishment. The ones in the 
western shelter are the same; I went in 
there the other day and couldn’t find 
a toilet cubicle with a working lock.” 

Another person who responded said: 
“We need more toilets and particu¬ 
larly accessible ones; lack of facilities 
actually causes me to not use the Vale 
shops as much as I once did. 

“Many retailers do not allow the 


public to use their toilet facilities 
unless you are a paying customer - 
why not offer a slight reduction in their 
business rates if they operate a free 
public toilet in their premises?” 

Another said: “Please don’t take 
away free toilet provision. It discrim¬ 
inates against women and those with 
young children. I cannot bear the 
thought of my child - or God forbid 
myself - having an accident while 
scrabbling round for a lOp.” 

Another member of the public who 
responded said the female town centre 
toilets in Penarth “are a disgrace” and 
“visitors will be appalled”. 

But they said: “Those at the Cliff 
Top and on the Pier are clean, fresh 
and well maintained. I last visited these 
during the summer. Those in the town 
need a thorough overhaul. Decor and 
cleanliness are shocking. Makes you 
think twice about using them.” 

Some people did praise the toilet 
facilities in the Vale. One responder 
said: “The toilet facilities are well kept. 
Voluntary donations, linked directly to 
the management of the toilets might 
help reduce the financial implications 
to the tax payer.” 

Another said: “The toilets I currently 
use are clean and tidy. I would not like 
to see the toilets becoming paid toilets 
as I normally don’t carry cash on me; 
it would deter me from using the parks 
and beaches if I knew I had to pay.”

Dinas man lands charity marathon on Normandy beaches 



A DINAS Powys 
man is recovering 
after running nearly 
50 miles along the 
Normandy coast to 
mark the 75th anni¬ 
versary of D-Day on 
June 6. 

Martin Wade (pic¬ 
tured above ) followed a 
route across the invasion 
beaches which should 
have been 44 miles, but 
due to security around 
visits by Presidents 
Macron and Trump to 
the beaches, an extra four 
and a half miles were 
added to the route. 

He was running to 
raise money for the 
military mental health 
charity Combat Stress 
and in remembrance of 
his grandfather, Sergeant 
Bert Wade, who landed 
on Gold Beach with the 
Royal Engineers. 

Martin (48), who is a 
reservist with the RAF, 
finished the race in 11 
hours and said it was an 
unforgettable experience. 

“It was a huge privi¬ 
lege to be in Normandy 
on the 75th anniversary 
of the landings and to 
be a small part of the 
commemorations. 

“We started the run 


at Point du Hoc on 
Omaha Beach where 
the Americans suffered 
terrible casualties. It was 
a beautiful, still morning 
and as dawn broke we 
held a minute’s silence 
to reflect on the sacrifices 
made on that day.” 

The run finished at 
Pegasus Bridge, which 
saw the first fighting on 
D-Day when this vital 
bridge was captured just 
after midnight on June 6. 

Martin added: “It was 
very emotional to finish 
at Pegasus Bridge. There 
were thousands of people 
there for the anniver¬ 
sary and after running 
nearly 50 miles, we all 
felt proud at what we’d 
achieved.” 

Martin raised money 
for the military mental 
health charity Combat 
Stress and has raised 
almost £600 so far. He 
said: “I’m so grateful 
to everyone who has 
donated and there’s still 
time to help the great 
work that they do if any¬ 
one else would like to 
donate.”

EASTBROOK and Dinas 
Powys train stations urgently 
need to be upgraded, say local 
campaigners. 

They claim some of the existing 
shelters are in a “dreadful state” with 
rusted panels, exposed cabling and 
poor windows. They say one shel¬ 
ter at Eastbrook station is in such a 
poor condition that a section has been 
fenced off. 

Plaid Cymru community councillor 
Richard Grigg told The GEM: “These 
shelters are in an awful state. It is 
government policy to encourage the 
use of railways but these conditions are 
not acceptable to people. We were very 
disappointed that our bid to the UK 
Government scheme to improve access 
to stations was rejected recently. At the 
very least, the existing facilities should 
be properly maintained. 

“Plaid notes the latest moves to 
bring back into service 50-year-old 
trains to help fill a gap. Meanwhile, 
Welsh taxpayers contribute to the £15 
billion Cross Rail scheme serving 
London.” 

Fellow councillor Chris Franks said: 
“ft is shameful that the rail authorities 


have allowed conditions to deterio¬ 
rate. Plaid councillors are determined 
to see that matters are improved 
urgently. Following our campaign, 
Transport for Wales has promised that 
the shelters will be replaced ‘in the 
near future’. However, we have been 
told that a broken conduit would be 
replaced urgently. To date, this has not 
happened.” 

Colin Lea, customer experience 
director for Transport for Wales rail 
services, promised changes were on 
the way in Dinas Powys. 

He said: “Transport for Wales is 
at the start of a £200 million station 
investment programme which will 
transform every single station we man¬ 
age. All our 247 stations matter to us 
and the communities we serve, regard¬ 
less of how big or small, which is why 
we have made this commitment. 

“Eastbrook and Dinas Powys will 
have investment in their facilities 
including waiting areas, signage 
and cycle storage. We have recently 
begun the procurement process for 
this project and will seek to work with 
small local businesses to deliver these 
improvements wherever possible.”

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What happened to the 
cygnets in Rhoose? 


A RHOOSE resident has claimed hoo¬ 
ligans killed cygnets at the local lagoon 
earlier this month. 

The woman, a regular visitor to the 
lake who does not want to be named, said 
she hoped the police would take action. 

But the police issued a cautious state¬ 
ment pointing out that fledgling birds are 
vulnerable and can die in a number of ways. 

The woman told The GEM: “Every spring time a 
female swan sits on her nest without feeding for eight 
to 10 weeks in all kinds of weather waiting for her 
eggs to hatch. It is very moving to see the proud par¬ 
ents then leading tiny cygnets to us to be fed with com. 

“In early June, I went to feed the family of 
swans and met a group of boys and girls fish¬ 
ing next to a notice board forbidding fishing. I 
explained to them that the reason for it is to 
protect water birds from abandoned lines and hooks. 

“Every year cygnets perish, entangled in lines 
left on underwater vegetation, as well as hooks. 
I got a very nasty reaction, derision and in s ults.” 

The swans did not appear and as she 
left, she met another woman who said 
she had called the police because she had 
seen people throwing stones at the swans. 

A policewoman appeared and told the teenagers 
that fishing there was against the law and that 
throwing stones at the swans was a criminal offence. 
The woman claims one of the teenagers, a boy, 
smiled in a “jeering way” and said “you make me 
feel sick”. The police woman then told the teenagers 
they were not welcome at Rhoose Point any more. 

A few days later, on Friday, June 7, the woman 
was walking home from the local train station 
and says she met a couple who were very upset 
because people were scooping up the cygnets in nets. 

She tried to call 101, but says she failed to get 
a response and went up to the lake with com in 
the hope of feeding the swans in the usual place. 

“I called the swans and then I saw the female 


swan on the island tearing feathers from her breast 
and I realised that she was doing it in despair. 

“My heart sank because I knew that she had 
lost her cygnets. The next day when I went there 
again the swans came over to me without the 
cygnets and were very agitated and not eating. 

“Everybody locally is asking about the 
disappearance of the cygnets and I have cried 
because I was attached to them after feeding 
them for many weeks, and over the years too.” 

The woman says she believes “hooli¬ 
gans killed those beautiful little cygnets” 
and she “feels sick” about what has happened. 

The local councillor Andrew RT Davies, who 
is also an Assembly Member, said he had been 
in touch with the police to ask them to inves¬ 
tigate the incident: “Residents are rightly con¬ 
cerned about anti-social behaviour at Rhoose 
Point lagoon, and these allegations of animal 
cmelty, if true, are absolutely deplorable.” 

The police said officers who attended the scene 
didn’t see anyone throwing stones, adding that 
young birds leaving the nest are vulnerable and 
their demise can be caused in a number of ways. 

The police releasedthe following statement: “South 
Wales Police attended Rhoose Point on June 1 after 
receiving a report that stones were being thrown at 
cygnets in the lakes. No cygnets were found injured. 

“It is an offence under the Wildlife and Countryside 
Act to intentionally injure or kill a wild swan. 
Fishing is not permitted in the lakes at Rhoose Point. 

“The area is patrolled by local PCSOs 
and officers and anyone caught break¬ 
ing the law, will be dealt with accordingly. 

“Anyone with any information can call 
101 quoting reference 1900197428 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

“If you find an injured swan, please contact 
the RSPCA on 0300 1234 999.” TC

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6 Junction 34 
link road 
funding the 
wrong priority’ 
says AM 


SOUTH Wales 
Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has called on the 
Welsh Government 
to rethink their 
priorities, after 
more funding was 
provided for the 
controversial M4 
link road through 
Pendoylan. 

In a letter to Mr 
Davies, Minister for 
Economy and Transport 
Ken Skates confirmed 
£750,000 had been 
provided to the Vale 
Council to undertake a 
WelTAG3 study of the 
project. 

Mr Davies said he 
supported improving the 
road between the A48 
and M4 Junction 34, 
but that the proposed 
“over-engineered” 
solution would be 
both damaging and 
unnecessary. 

Instead, he called for 
the existing infrastruc¬ 
ture to be upgraded, 
and demanded greater 
priority be given to the 
much-needed Dinas 


Powys by-pass. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Most residents agree 
that the road between 
the A48 and Junction 
34 needs improving, but 
plans for a viaduct dis¬ 
secting the Ely Valley 
are not the answer. It is 
both unnecessary and 
a waste of resources, 
all while the Welsh 
Government have been 
proudly declaring a 
climate emergency. 

“Instead, a far more 
cost effective and prac¬ 
tical solution would be 
to upgrade the existing 
road infrastructure. If 
WelTAG3 funding can 
been made available 
for this project, then 
it should certainly be 
provided for the Dinas 
Powys by-pass too. 

“The by-pass would 
put an end to the grid¬ 
lock between Cardiff 
and Barry, and it’s 
clear this should be the 
priority.”

Hepatitis A outbreak 
investigated in Vale 


PUBLIC Health Wales is 
currently investigating an 
outbreak of seven confirmed 
cases of Hepatitis A in the Vale. 

The outbreak has spread beyond 
a cluster of five cases after recent 
vaccination sessions in schools in 
Penarth and Barry. The two new cases 
of Hepatitis A are not in children 
attending the schools, and both have 
direct links to the original five cases. 

Public Health Wales, Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board and the 
environmental health team at Shared 
Regulatory Services (SRS) Wales are 
investigating the outbreak and offering 
advice to close contacts of the patients. 

Dr Rhianwen Stiff, Consultant in 
Communicable Disease Control for 
Public Health Wales, said: “Hepatitis 


A is a viral infection that may cause 
flu-like illness or gastrointestinal 
upset. Hepatitis A can be unpleasant, 
but it’s not usually serious. Children 
often only have a very mild illness or 
do not have symptoms at all. 

“The best way to prevent infection 
spreading is to encourage good hand 
washing at all times, particularly after 
using the toilet and before preparing or 
eating food. Symptoms can include flu¬ 
like illness such as tiredness, general 
aches and pains, headaches and fever, 
loss of appetite, nausea or vomiting, 
abdominal pains, jaundice, very dark 
urine and itchy skin.” 

People are advised to contact their 
own GP or NHS Direct Wales on 0845 
46 47 if they have any concerns about 
their health or their child’s health.

Possible jobs 
for ex-Ford 
employees 


THERE are hopes 
that some of the 
1,700 workers 
threatened with los¬ 
ing their jobs at the 
Ford engine plant 
at Bridgend could 
find new work at 
the Aston Martin 
plant at St Athan. 

The possibility was 
raised at the National 
Assembly by South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew R T Davies. He 
told Economy Minister 
Ken Skates that when 
jobs were shed by Tesco 
at Cardiff and Virgin 
at Swansea, there were 
other large businesses 
available to take on a lot 
of their workers. 

The Bridgend Ford 
plant is predominantly 
an engineering facility 
where 1,700 jobs will 
be at risk following the 
end of the consultation 
period, and he pointed 
out to Mr Skates that 
Aston Martin are 
actively recruiting for 
500 to 600 jobs. Mr 
Skates said Mr Davies 
was right to identify 
Aston Martin Lagonda 
as a major employer 
offering high-quality and 
well-paid work. 

He said: “We believe 
that something in the 


region of 500 jobs 
could be offered for 
Ford workers there. 
Aston Martin Lagonda 
have made south Wales 
their global home for 
the development of 
electric cars, showing 
confidence in Wales’s 
ability to transition to 
a low-carbon economy. 
The company is incredi¬ 
bly ambitious with plans 
for new vehicles, and 
I’m hopeful that it will 
go on expanding.

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Action is required 
on Weycock Cross 
‘chaos’ says AM 


THE Vale Council must 
take action over the “ongo¬ 
ing chaos” being caused 
by roadworks at Weycock 
Cross roundabout in Barry, 
South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has 
said. 

The disruption has been caused 
by works to upgrade Five Mile 
Lane, despite no maintenance 
being carried out on Port Road 
linking Cardiff, Barry and Rhoose. 

Mr Davies said he had been 
inundated with complaints from 
constituents across the area, 
pointing out that tailbacks were 
going back “miles” and causing 
considerable delays. 

Similar problems have occurred 
on the A48 at Sycamore Cross, 
where the AM says that complex 
traffic controls have caused addi¬ 
tional problems. 

He called for action to be taken 
to minimise the disruption, and has 
raised concerns with the council. 

Mr Davies said: “The works 
to upgrade Five Mile Lane have 
caused significant disruption on 
Port Road, despite the fact that 
this road is not part of the upgrade 
scheme. 

“Many people are rightly con¬ 
cerned by the delays, which are 
especially bad in peak hours, and 
I have been caught in them myself 
far too often. 


“The council must take action 
to minimise the inconvenience 
caused. I don’t see why works 
on one road can have such effects 
on another, and they need to sort 
it out.” 

Emma Reed, the Vale Council 
Head of Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: “We are fully 
aware of the frustration and dis¬ 
ruption experienced by residents, 
businesses and visitors over the 
past few months at the Weycock 
Cross junction in Barry. 

“The works being undertaken 
by water and electricity compa¬ 
nies are connected to road con¬ 
struction works currently under 
way on Five Mile Lane which 
will significantly improve vehicle, 
pedestrian and cycling transport 
links in the area. 

“The nearby Five Mile Lane 
improvement project will deliver 
faster journey times and a safer, 
more reliable route. The scheme 
will also offer improved access 
to Cardiff Airport and St Athan 
Enterprise Zone. 

“The Weycock Cross Junction 
works include widening the road 
around the roundabout, installing 
a Toucan crossing on Port Road 
west on the road to the Cwm 
Ciddy pub, as well as the realign¬ 
ment of various kerbs to enhance 
cycling and pedestrian access. 

“Construction work at the 
Weycock Cross roundabout, Barry 


will also significantly improve 
local utility infrastructure. 

“There have been ongoing 
technical issues with an old large 
asbestos water main which serves 
a significant number of properties 
in the Barry, Rhoose and airport 
area. These are currently being 
addressed by Welsh Water whilst 
they are still maintaining water 
supplies to properties and busi¬ 
nesses in the area. 

“These water works are due 
to be completed by early July. 
Western Power Distribution are 
then due to carry out electrical 
works at the Weycock Cross 
junction, which are scheduled for 
approximately 10 days. 

“Once these water and electric¬ 
ity works have been completed, 
construction work related to 
the Five Mile Lane project will 
resume and is due to be completed 
in the early autumn. As part of 
this work, the Weycock Cross 
Junction road will have a new 
surface. 

“To minimise further disrup¬ 
tion, work carried out by Welsh 
Water to construct a new water 
main, from the Welsh Hawking 
Centre on Five Mile Lane via the 
Weycock Cross Junction along 
Pontypridd Road, will take place 
at the same time at the Weycock 
Cross Junction.”

A FAMILY-run 
dairy company in 
Barry has saved 
150,000 uses of 
single-use plastic in 
the last 18 months 
thanks to customers 
switching to milk in 
glass bottles. 

Jones Dairies, based 
on Dock View Road, has 
been delivering milk in 
the Vale for 90 years and 
is keen to do its bit to 
save the environment by 
encouraging deliveries in 
glass bottles rather than 
plastic ones. 

Chris Jones, who runs 
the company with his 
brother Gareth, told The 
GEM: “Because of David 
Attenborough’s films 
people have become 
aware of the serious 
damage that single use 
plastic items can do to 
the environment. 

“Over the last 18 
months many people 
have called us to say they

want their milk delivered 
in glass bottles. We 
estimate that has saved 
150,000 items of single 
use plastic. 

“Thanks to customers 
who have switched, and 
new people coming to us 
because they don’t want 
to use the supermarkets’ 
plastic bottles, we are 
now running along at an 
extra 2,500 pints in glass 
bottles every week.” 

The GEM featured the 
company in February 
2018 when it started to 
get inundated with calls 
from eco-conscious con¬ 
sumers who had watched 
Blue Planet II, which was 
broadcast in late 2017. 

The documentary 
revealed a startling sta¬ 
tistic - that eight million 
tonnes of plastic a year 
ends up in the ocean. 

Chris explained: 
“Unlike plastic, a glass 
bottle can be reused 30 
times before it is sent off 
to be recycled. It is then 
recycled into new glass

bottles that will one day 
be recycled again. It is a 
continuous process.” 

Last week, a BBC pro¬ 
gramme, War on Plastic, 
presented by Hugh 
F earnley-Whittingstall 
and Anita Rani, demon¬ 
strated how households 
in just one street in 
Bristol had several thou¬ 
sand single-use plastic 
items. 

Chris said: “It led to 
another surge in calls 
from people. Everybody 
has milk and consumers 
are thinking more and 
more about the packag¬ 
ing that is used. We sell 
milk, fresh fruit juice and 
spring water all in glass 
bottles. 

“Supermarkets don’t 
seem to want to deal in 
glass - maybe they think 
it’s too fragile. 

“Zero plastic waste is 
the ideal answer to the 
problem at hand and 
we’re proud of the dif¬ 
ference we are making.”

City Deal bosses 
£ 50 k business 
trip to Cannes 

NEARLY £50,000 was spent flying out 10 
high-ranking councillors and chief execu¬ 
tives from south east Wales to a four-day 
business conference in the French Riviera. 

Representatives of the Cardiff Capital Region 
(CCR) City Deal attended the Marche International 
des Professionals d’lmmobilier (MIPIM) in March 
to promote the £1.2 billion venture. 

Flights, accommodation and transport costs 
totalled £17,586 for the trip to the renowned event 
in Cannes, which was attended by more than 26,000 
investors, developers and journalists from around 
the world. The delegation included council leaders 
and chief executives. 

Another £30,538 was spent on conference passes, 
an event stand, meetings, marketing materials and a 
debrief dinner. 

A breakdown of costs per attendee is as follows: 

• Cllr Huw David, leader of Bridgend council 
-£1,829.54. 

• Cllr David Poole, leader of Caerphilly council 
-£1,855.94, 

• Christina Harrhy, interim chief executive of 
Caerphilly council - £1,855.94.

-£1,855.94. 

• Paul Matthews, chief executive of Monmouthshire 
council - £1,855.94.

• Frank Holmes, chair of the CCR Economic 
Growth Partnership - £1,829.54. 

• Kellie Beime, CCR director - £1,579.68. 

• Two CCR council officers - £3,067.68. 

In a report discussed by CCR leaders on June 
10, director Kellie Beirne said the presence showed 
that the region was “in the game and invested in 
developing its international presence”. 

“A range of high-potential contacts and new 
high-value networks were formed,” reads the report. 

“Whilst CCR was never going to leave MIPIM 
with a done deal, the potential for future collabo¬ 
ration and investment opportunities clearly exists. 
In this case, it was about establishing reciprocity, 
interest, creating buzz, connecting on a personal 
level and beginning to set out purpose and intent.” 

There are now plans to attend the MIPIM Cannes 
event in 2020, though Ms Beime has suggested that 
the branding of the region should be strengthened. 

Neil Brierley, who led the MIPIM trip as chair 
of the CCR Business Council, said: “MIPIM is the 
ideal opportunity to showcase the city region and 
ensure the CCR shines brightly in the European 
investment market. 

“We consider the 2019 event a major success, and 
a springboard for MIPIM 2020.”

Council leader - Vale 
decisions will ‘take time’ 


THE new leadership of the 
Vale Council has been warned 
there are “no excuses” for 
kicking controversial plans for 
new parking charges and to 
‘close’ a school into the long 
grass. 

Cllr Neil Moore, who leads the 
Eabour-led coalition now mnning 
the Vale Council, has said he won’t 
be rushed into making key decisions 
or “kowtow to those who shout the 
loudest”. 

Key decisions on whether parking 
charges will be introduced to parts 
of the Vale for the first time, or the 
transfer of Elancarfan Primary School 
to Rhoose, are not likely to be made 
until later in the year. 

Vale Conservative Leader, Cllr 
Vincent Bailey, said the new admin¬ 
istration had made its stance on these 
issues clear in opposition, and warned 
that members of the public would now 
expect them to come good on their 
commitments. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, now deputy leader 
of the Vale council, tweeted during the 
Rhoose by-election in February that the 
Llancarfan School closure “wouldn’t 
be happening if Welsh Labour were 
mnning the council”. 

Cllr Neil Moore, as a member 
of the council’s Environment and 
Regeneration Committee, voted unan¬ 
imously along with other committee 
members to reject proposals for car 
parking charges. 

Cllr Bailey said: “Cllr Moore is an 
experienced politician and played a 
key role as part of the Environment 
and Regeneration committee alongside 


me in tearing up these proposals for 
parking charges. 

“He is now in a position to reassure 
Barry Island traders that they need not 
fear the impact of draconian charges, 
and we will join the community in 
supporting him if he does.” 

On Llancarfan School, Cllr Bailey 
added: “Having spent two years chair¬ 
ing the committee which looked at this 
decision in great detail, it’s hard to see 
why Cllr Burnett cannot come out right 
away and reverse this decision. 

“These are not new councillors deal¬ 
ing with new issues. There really is no 
excuse to waste time and allow these 
concerns to fester over the summer.” 

In a joint statement, Cllrs Moore 
and Burnett said: “It’s always disap¬ 
pointing when politicians suggest that 
simple answers to complicated issues 
are possible. Cllr Bailey would be 
aware that the last Labour adminis¬ 
tration repeatedly refused to consider 
recommendations to close Llancarfan. 

“However, once it had been put on 
the table, I imagine the people of the 
Vale would expect us to fully review 
the proposal before a decision is taken. 

“Our comments on parking charges 
are also a matter of public record. We 
also know we have to find a way to 
balance the huge costs of non-statutory 
services. We need to find a way of 
funding our much-loved country parks, 
the management of our resorts and car 
parks and our events programmes yet 
minimise any impact and inconven¬ 
ience on local residents, businesses 
and communities. If that takes a little 
time, so be it.”

Council extends its Syrian 
refugee rehoming scheme 


MORE refugees from war- 
torn Syria are to get new lives 
in the Vale. 

The council has agreed to extend 
its participation in a United Nations 
scheme which resettles Syrian refugees 
until March 2020. 

Syrian refugees have been taken in 
by councils in Cardiff and the Vale 
since May 2016 under a three-year 
agreement with the Home Office. 

That has since expired but the Vale 
Council’s cabinet has now agreed to 
continue actively resettle Syrian refu¬ 
gees until March next year. 

Since May 2016 a total of 12 Syrian 
refugee families have been resettled 
in the Vale. The council now hopes 
to resettle another four families by 
March 2020. 

A total of 28 families have been 
resettled across Cardiff and the Vale 


since May 2016. 

Cardiff council, which has also 
agreed to extend its participation in 
the scheme, hopes to rehome a further 
six Syrian refugee families by March 
next year. 

A Cardiff council meeting has heard 
both councils have only used private 
rented accommodation to resettle the 
refugees amid growing demand for 
social housing and homelessness. 

The UK Government funds the costs 
of resettling refugees for five years but 
the amount councils can claim reduces 
year on year. 

In the first 12 months, councils can 
claim tariffs of £8,250 for each adult or 
£8,520 for each child on top of grants 
of up to £4,500 for schooling costs.

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Bryncethin 
Rugby Club’s 
£550K project 
for community 


PHIL Jones, the vice-chair¬ 
man of Bryncethin Rugby 
Club, first played for the club 
50 years ago and did not want 
to see a club with junior and 
adult teams at the heart of the 
community disappear when the 
council said they had a choice 
between pitch fees rising astro¬ 
nomically, the pavilion closing, 
or the club taking responsibil¬ 
ity for running it and cutting 
the grass themselves. 

Phil and three others at the club have 
spent the last few years undertaking 
a Community Asset Transfer (CAT) 
for the club’s pavilion from Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC). 

He said: “When I was young, the 
rugby club was the centre of village 
life. We played for it, and felt part of 
the village - any team sport is a good 
thing, for discipline and friendship. 

“But rugby clubs are struggling. 
Some of the clubs in the county have 
already closed, and it’s altering the 
social fabric of communities. Our 
pavilion was close to being con¬ 
demned, and the council didn’t have 
the money to spend on it. 

“We realised we either had to take 
it on ourselves or it would close due to 
the sub-standard conditions, and rugby 
would ultimately go from the village. 
We have been in existence for 130 
years but we would have been finished 
if we hadn’t done this.” 

They are now leading a £550,000 
building project, which is transforming 
the run-down pavilion into a two-storey 
community centre with new changing 
rooms, kitchens, an IT suite, a meeting 
room, large hall area and patio doors 
onto a balcony. 

In addition to clubs and various 
organisations, town and community 
councils are also taking on facilities 
where they can, in order to ensure they 
are not lost. 

In Bridgend, Bryncethin RFC’s 
pavilion is the first outdoor sports 
facility to be transferred by the local 
authority. In recent years BCBC has 
wanted clubs to take on leases for 
buildings and sports fields, but it is 
only in the last year it has raised the 
stakes. 

It has warned clubs and local organ¬ 
isations that if they do not take respon¬ 
sibility for them, the council will have 
little option but to close facilities - or 
charge clubs up to five times more to 
use them. 

The council currently provides 40 
football pitches, 31 rugby pitches, nine 
cricket squares and 17 bowling greens. 
A public consultation is currently run¬ 
ning, asking clubs what appetite they 
have for taking on leases and how they 
should be managed. Historically, the 
council has provided the services on a 
heavily-subsidised basis, covering on 
average up to 80% of costs. 

There is concern that as local author¬ 
ities withdraw looking after outdoor 
sports facilities, football and rugby 
could slowly die out at grassroots 
level. 

Graham Williams, director of com¬ 
munity engagement at Sport Wales, 
says the increasing financial pres¬ 
sures on local authorities is having a 
knock-on effect on sports clubs. 

He said: “Community asset trans¬ 
fer can provide a positive solution. 
However, there needs to be support 

- financial or from a skills perspective 

- from the local authority for any club 
looking to go through this process. 


Governing bodies of sports are aware 
of the issues and, where they can, are 
also providing advice and support to 
their clubs.” 

He added: “The management of 
maintenance of sports pitches varies 
significantly across Wales and even 
between one town and the next. We 
know that many grassroots clubs rely 
on public facilities provided by local 
authorities.” 

In Bridgend, the CAT process has 
been criticised for being complex and 
lengthy, and is off-putting to clubs 
who are solely reliant on volunteers to 
run them. 

Many of the buildings up for trans¬ 
fer are in a bad condition with only 
limited pots of funding available to 
restore them. 

Phil Jones added: “One of my con¬ 
cerns is the older, more traditional and 
more community-minded members 
are used to turning up on a Saturday 
and having both the building, and 
grass-cutting taken care of by the 
council. I think the extra responsibility 
is just too much for them. It will be too 
much for the committee, and if you 
haven’t got a committee, you haven’t 
got a team. 

Speaking about the club’s refurbish¬ 
ment, club chairman Jon Davies said: 
“We built this with the community in 
mind, a pavilion the whole community 
could enjoy rather than be exclusively 
used by one or two groups. We’ve 
had expressions of interest from judo 
and karate clubs, a ballet school and a 
couple of charities. 

“It was a big ask to take it on but 
since then, so many organisations have 
come forward to say they want to use 
it.” 

In addition to the building project, 
the centre will soon have its own 
dedicated car park with a minimum of 
25 spaces. 

While the project has been driven 
by the rugby club, a community group 
has been set up to run the centre, with 
the intention of including one person 
from each of the user groups. With 300 
members belonging to the rugby club, 
there are strong links to the community 
and the skills of some of them have 
been invaluable to the CAT transfer 
process, providing legal assistance, 
construction knowledge and project 
management. 

The project received £110k from 
BCBC’s £lm pot for asset transfers 
which the club was then able to use 
to get £15k from the Welsh Rugby 
Union and further funding from the EU 
Rural Community Development Fund 
and Welsh Government’s Community 
Facilities Programme. 

The pavilion is due to be completed 
in the middle of June, with an official 
opening on July 19, and a community 
fun day on July 20. 

Sport Wales has an online resource 
to support clubs - Club Solutions - 
that provides information to help vol¬ 
unteers, including guidance on asset 
transfer. It also has a £1 million fund 
for grassroots community facilities 
now open for applications until the 
end of June.

Local opticians help bowls club 



TWO local opticians 
have agreed to sponsor 
Romilly Bowls Club 
as council budget cuts 
place the 111-year-old 
sports club under threat. 

Specsavers’ optical and 
audiology teams in Barry and 
Cardiff will sponsor the club, 
which has more than 70 mem¬ 
bers, for the next 12 months. 

The club is one of dozens 
of sport groups in the region 
being asked to cover the 


costs of their sports facilities 
following budget cuts from 
the Vale Council. The policy 
of asking clubs to take more 
responsibility for their assets 
such as sports grounds and 
clubhouses is not confined 
to the Vale. In neighbouring 
Bridgend county borough, 
the local authority is doing 
the same. (See story on left, 
concerning Bryncethin RFC.) 

Graham Cogbill, chairman 
at Romilly Bowling Club, 
said: “Our club has been a 


social hub for many of our 
members for decades and is a 
great way for older people to 
get some basic exercise.” 

He said the club needs to 
raise more than £15,000 a 
year to cover the maintenance 
of the green and other costs. 
While some of this will be 
made up from fees, there is 
still a significant shortfall and 
the club is reluctant to double 
or triple members’ payments. 

“We are so grateful for 
the support of Specsavers, as 


their donations will edge us 
closer to our target and hope¬ 
fully ensure we can continue 
to serve the community we 
love,” Mr Cogbill added. 

Jamie Pullen, director of 
Specsavers in Barry, said: 
“After hearing about the 
club’s story and meeting the 
organisers directly, it was 
clear that we needed to do 
something. With the support 
of James Deavall (Specsavers 
Cardiff), we have been able to 
do our bit for the cause.”

Men In Black’s 
globetrotting 
adventure 
is great fun... 


W HILE a 
far better 
effort 

than the misguided 
sequel, Men In 
Black 3 seemed to 
put a full stop on 
the MiB franchise. 

There were plans 
to merge the universe 
with that of the Jump 
Street films, a merger 
that thankfully failed 
to get off the ground, 
but it did kickstart 
plans to reinvigorate 
the franchise, starting 
with Men In Black: 
International. 

There’s no Will 
Smith or Tommy Lee 
Jones this time around 
though, as we meet 
Tessa Thompson’s 
Molly. After having 
an encounter with an 
alien when she was 
younger, her memories 
have remained, and 
she sets about tracking 
down the men in black 
she saw. 

When she infiltrates 
their headquarters, her 
resourcefulness sees 
her hired and renamed 
Agent M, and she finds 
herself assigned to the 
London branch where, 
working alongside the 
famous and slightly 
cocky Agent H (Chris 
Hemsworth) the pair 
go on a global journey 
to uncover a mole in 
the organisation... 

It’s been seven years 
since the last Men In 
Black film, one that 
undid the harm done 
by the second part but 
equally didn’t exactly 
leave fans salivating 
for more adventures. 

Men In Black: 
International, on the 
surface, feels like a 
film that is designed 
to take advantage of 
a dormant cinematic 
property and give it 
a fresh lick of paint 
while hopefully 
trousering a generous 
box office take while 
they’re at it. 

But, in actuality, this 
is a film that, while not 
hitting the heights of 
the first film, is fresh 
and vibrant enough to 
work as a kick starter 
to a whole new series 
of films on its own 
terms, taking the MiBs 
on a globetrotting 
adventure that may 
play out predictably 
but has a lot of fun

doing so. 

Shorn of Will Smith 
and Tommy Lee Jones 
as leads, this is a film 
that leans heavily on 
the performances, and 
chemistry, of Tessa 
Thompson and Chris 
Hemsworth, and 
fortunately the pair 
excel. Having shared a 
winning partnership in 
Thor: Ragnarok, here 
the pair essay their 
roles with aplomb. 

Thompson is the 
newcomer to the world 
of the Men in Black, 
keen to impress her 
new bosses and solve 
a mystery that, for 
the audience at least, 
is painfully obvious 
to resolve, while 
Hemsworth is the 007- 
esque charmer with a 
self-inflated opinion of 
himself and his work. 

While much of the 
humour and enjoyment 
comes from seeing the 
pair rub each other the 
wrong way, there’s 
enough in their indi¬ 
vidual performances 
to make their turns 
hugely satisfying, with 
the pair more than 
capable of handling 
the more dramatic 
moments when they 
come around, but 
taking great delight 
in hitting the funny 
bone, Thompson often 
playing the straight 
man to Hemsworth’s 
comic leanings. 

Around them are 
players who bring 
what is required - 
Liam Neeson’s head 
honcho, Rafe Spall’s 
by-the-book agent, 
Rebecca Ferguson’s 
three-armed alien (and 
former love interest 
of Hemsworth’s 
Agent H) and Emma 


Thompson (the only 
returning character 
from the earlier 
films) - all more than 
dependable and filling 
out the cast well. 

Director F Gary 
Gray is on something 
of a streak at present 
following the success 
of Straight Outta 
Compton and Fast 
& Furious 8, and 
here he shows he’s 
more than adept at 
handling blockbuster 
fare, but never tries to 
make it too showy or 
ridiculous. 

He’s a reliable pair 
of hands and gives 
the film an energy 
that carries it through 
its running time, 
and while there’s no 
jaw-dropping action 
sequence, there’s 
plenty to savour and 
enjoy in a film that 
feels low-key for a 
summer blockbuster. 

It’s not a perfect 
film by any stretch - 
you can’t help but feel 
some of the character 
work got lost at some 
point in the process, 
while the central 
mystery of the role 
becomes fairly obvious 
incredibly early 
on - but it still makes 
for a very enjoyable 
slice of fun, Men In 
Black: International a 
globetrotting delight. 

VERDICT: A film 
that restores some 
of the glory to a 
franchise that seemed 
dormant, Men In 
Black: International is 
a solidly entertaining 
blockbuster, mainly 
thanks to the wonder¬ 
ful central turns from 
Tessa Thompson and 
Chris Hemsworth, as 
well as an enjoyable 
supporting cast. F. 
Gary Gray’s direction 
is dependable and 
assured, and while the 
film doesn’t reinvent 
the wheel, it gives the 
audience a good time. 
Enjoyable.

When the sport of 
kings was held at 
Ely Racecourse... 


AFTER providing a colour¬ 
ful chapter in the history of 
horse racing, 80 years ago this 
year, Cardiff’s Ely Racecourse 
closed its gates forever. 

Horse racing first came to Ely on 
May 30, 1855 but the sport was not 
entirely new to the town for the Ely 
racecourse was in line of descent from 
the old racecourse at Heath Farm. 

In fact, Ely Racecourse was to 
survive right up until the start of the 
Second World War, and it was to 
attract some of the best horses in the 
country. 

For instance, the dual Aintree Grand 
National winner The Colonel (1869/70) 
ran there, as did Emblem (1863) and 
Emblematic (1894). Other Grand 
National winners to grace the Ely turf 
were Cloister, Father O’Flynn and 
the legendary Gold Miller. The famed 
Brown Jack, ridden by Welshman LB 
Rees, won the Cardiff Club Juvenile 
Hurdle in 1927, and more than 40,000 
racegoers had flocked to Ely to see the 
Welsh Grand National in 1895. 

It was at Ely that Fulke Walwyn, the 
Queen Mother’s trainer, rode his first 
winner while 

other jockeys to ride there were 
the famed Anthony and Rees brothers 
from west Wales. 

Cowbridge’s Fred Williams, father 
of Evan Williams who won the 
Aintree Grand National on Royal Mail 
in 1937, was the official starter at 


Ely Racecourse and two riders from 
the Vale who won the Welsh Grand 
National were David Thomas, who 
won on Miss Balscadden in 1926, 
and George Bowden, who won on the 
same mare in 1928. 

In my book The Welsh Grand 
National - from Deerstalker to 
Emperor’s Choice (The History 
Press), I told how Llantwit Major’s 
Posy Lewis’ father Major EC Morel’s 
Waving Star, ridden by Alec Marsh, 
came close to winning the last Welsh 
Grand National to be run at Ely 
Racecourse. 

It looked as though Waving Star's 
black, red and white colours, taken 
from the family shipping line which 
were immensely popular with racego¬ 
ers, would record a local victory as the 
mare went half-a-dozen or so lengths 
clear after jumping the last. 

But Jack Fawcus on Lacatoi con¬ 
jured up a late run to win by the short¬ 
est of short heads to win the race for a 
third time - and to this day, no other 
horse has won the race three times. 

Horse racing sadly came to an end 
at Ely Racecourse on April 27, 1939 
after Grasshopper, partnered by Keith 
Piggott, father of the legendary Lester 
Piggott, won the last race.

Crime operations in 
Penarth tackle ASB 
and CSE 


COMMUNITY 
concerns, a dedi¬ 
cated operation to 
tackle antisocial 
behaviour (ASB) in 
Penarth was carried 
out on June 7 and 8. 

We received a number 
of reports in recent weeks 
regarding large groups of 
youths behaving in an 
antisocial manner - in 
particular, reports of 
underage drinking. 

Operation Mobile 
involved neighbourhood 
policing teams from 
Penarth, the Vale, and 
Barry along with com¬ 
munity safety partnership 
officers, when officers 
carried out high-visibility 
patrols and stop-searches 
around the anti social 
behaviour hotspots. 

Officers confiscated a 
quantity of alcohol and 
gave two teenagers street 
warnings for cannabis. 

This kind of behaviour 
will not be tolerated, and 
we are working with 
our partners to stamp 
out antisocial behaviour 
in our communities. I 
would urge parents to 
talk to their children 
about the dangers and the 
consequences of under¬ 
age drinking. 

A number of youths 
have already received 
antisocial behaviour 
warning letters in rela¬ 
tion to an incident at the 


Penarth Athletic Field at 
the end of last month. 

A 14-year-old boy has 
also been charged with 
an offence under the 
Assaults on Emergency 
Workers Act and is due 
in court later this month. 

Officers were also 
out in Penarth during 
that weekend as part of 
Operation Brake to raise 
awareness of the signs of 
child sexual exploitation 
(CSE) within the night 
time economy. 

This operation 
involves partnership 
working between South 
Wales Police’s licensing 
and CSE teams along 
with the local authority’s 
licensing enforcement 
teams. Staff at licensed 
premises, hotels and taxi 
drivers were spoken to 
by officers and posters 
highlighting how to 
identify the risks of CSE 
were distributed across 
the town. 

Child sexual exploita¬ 
tion can happen to any 
child under the age of 18, 
making them vulnerable 
within the night time 
economy. 

If you have any 
concerns about ASB or 
CSE, then report them 
to us on 101 or 999 in an 
emergency.

GLAMORGAN batsman 
Jack Murphy has announced 
his retirement from profes¬ 
sional cricket with immediate 
effect due to a knee injury. 

The 23-year-old has only been able 
to appear a handful of times for the 
club this season because of the injury, 
which he aggravated during a second 
eleven match against Somerset earlier 
this season. 

Murphy sustained an injury last 
year that he has not fully recovered 
from and after two specialist opinions 
was advised to retire. 

He is a product of the Glamorgan 
Academy and was the Academy 
Player of the Year in 2013, before he 
went on to make his First-Class debut 
for the club in 2017 after a series of 
impressive performances for the 2nd 
XI. 

He enjoyed a breakthrough sea¬ 
son in 2018 when he amassed over 
500 runs in the Specsavers County 
Championship, which included 
a career-best 80 against Kent at 
Canterbury. 

“It has been a dream come true to 
play and represent Glamorgan and that 
has made it an even harder decision 
to have to call time on my cricket 
career,” said Murphy. 

“I will always be proud of my 
time and achievements with the club, 
especially the game against Kent last 
season. 

“I owe a huge thank you to the club, 
coaching staff and the entire back 


room team who have supported me 
throughout my journey with cricket. 
From my first representative game 
for Cricket Wales at the age of nine 
through to earning my cap and playing 
first-class cricket. 

“Although it is going to be a dif¬ 
ficult period transitioning out of the 
game I love, I am excited about what 
the future holds, the opportunities that 
await me and turning my dedication to 
a new profession. 

“I would also like to thank the PCA 
for their support over the past few 
months in helping me prepare for this 
decision and my future plans. 

“I have made lifelong friends in 
this sport and I wish Glamorgan all 
the success in the future and again 
I sincerely thank everyone who has 
helped and supported me.” 

Director of cricket, Mark Wallace, 
said: “I would like to wish Jack the 
very best from everyone at Glamorgan, 
and thank him for his services to the 
club both on and off the field. 

“Jack is a very popular member 
of the dressing room and the club in 
general and it’s very sad for Jack and 
his family that he has had to cut such 
a promising career short due to the 
injury. 

“We wish Jack all the very best for 
the future and look forward to seeing 
him around the club.”
